I feel that all of it is already knowTX 
to you and anyone you may send it to, but its there anyway. I hope it is all 
right and there are enough copies. 

How was your trip to New Orleans? I would be interested in hearing from 
you and telling me all about who you interviexved and such tidbits. By the way, 

could you do rae a big favor? Could you put me on your list of persons vjho 

receive copies of material like I am sending to you? I would be extremely 
interested in receiving information from other researchers that send it to you 
much like I have done. Would this be too much trouble? Being in the location 
I am, I don't get that much new info and this xrould help me considerably. 

Probably in August or a little later, I am either going to go back to 
Dallas, or to the Archives again. But my problem is, I don't know which would 
be the better. I have a lot of important interviews to conduct in Dallas, but 
I could always look through more documents. I'll probabls?- end up going to 

Dallas. Wliat I was wondering is, do you have any information you would want me 

to get or dig up for you or anyone? If so, let lae know. This could help me 
decide where to travel to. It x^ould really be an honor to help you in any way 
that I can, so please let me know. 

The thing that really got me in that document which stated that 0sx<7ald 
was receiving money from Mississippi, xvas not the fact that the man associated 
this money transaction with Beckwith, but the fact that the Port Worth paper 
stated that it was from the state of >Iississippi that the money was being 
sent from. It xroxild be interesting to note where the Fort Worth Star Telegram 
got this information. 

Take a minute nox-j to look at Commission Exhibit nxunber 30^7 in Volxcme 
26. Maybe you have read this before but this is a very interesting report 
since Kartinsburgh is only 20 miles from x\rhere I live. I xvrote to Mrs. Hoover 
and she xvrote back saying that the Fernandez mentioned in the report was a 
former employee of the CIA. Those three letters seem to be popping up everyxvhere. 
Do you xvant more information on this aspect of the case? I could get it for 
you quite easily if you do. 

Guess xfhat? A local radio program has a discussion sho’w on every Sunday 
and they have invited me to be on for 1 hour to discuss the assassination. 

Fnis should be quite interesting. I'll mention your name, (if they let mej), 
and tell them how much work you have been doing on it. 

Well, I hope I have helped you with what little I xincovered. Write if 
you can.
